
WASHINGTON - A1 Capp, 
the famad cartiaonist and caus- 
tic critic o{ college i students, 
was. shown 'out of town by Uni- ■ 
versity of i^bama police a few 
years ago after he allegedly 
ma(te indecent advances towai^ .

The incident, hushed up for 
three years t hy: the university 
adAiinistration, is both ironic- 
and significant. For Capp’s scald-

• Capp arrived in Tuscaloosa, Sun- 
day, Feb. 11, 1968, to make a 
speech as part of the university’s 
annual arts festival.

made him cme of the most con- 
troversial commentators of the 
day. 

He now has a syddicated news- 
paper column and his broadcast 
commentaries are heard on some 
200 radio stations. He was even 
approached to run for the Sen- 
ate. But Ihs principal forum has 
b^ the campus where some of 
his biting remarks have become 
famous. 

In a widely quoted speech at 
Princeton, for example, Capp 
said: “Princeton I has sunk to a 
moral level that a chimpanzee ’ 
can live with, but only a chim- 
panzee. It has become a com- 
bination playpen and pigpen 
because it disregards the in- 
feriority of the college student 
toevery other class . ” 

“President Nixon,” Capp has 
said, “showed angelic rCstrahlt 
' when he called students teuns ’l 
On anothM* occasion, he saU: 
‘^Colleges foday are filled with 
Fagin professte% Who don’t teach 
. . .Theyjustcorrupt.” 

' Altiiough Capp denies any mis- 
conduct and says he cannot re- 
member being asked , to leave 
tTuScsUoosa, we have confirmed 
the Alabama incid«it with a 
number, of high-level university 
officials. 

They include Dean of Women 
Sarah Healy and University Se- 
curity Director Col. Beverly Lee. 
On instructions from -University 
President Dr. Fraidt, Rose, Lee< 
went to Capp’s hotel, asked him 
to leave arid foliowdd hfe car to 
thetowniine.. 


Late that afternoon, a coed, 
active ip the arts propam went 
to his room at the Stafford Hotel 
tb-dniiver a university yearbook 
andiother materials bp had re- 
quested for his speech the next 
night. 

Capp told the young woman he 
was impressed Witi) her/ and dis- 
cussed tiiO possibility of hiring 
her to help produce thp “Capp 
on Campus” radio series, then 
in progress. 

He began making forceful ad- 
vances toward her and exposing 
himself to her. She tried to leave 
but found she couid not get the 
door open. She.Hnslly broke free 
and locked herself in the bath- 
room until he agreed to let her 
go 

That evening, another coed, 
whose job it was to greet visit- 
ing speakers, went to see Capp 
at his hotel. He exposed himself 
to her and made suggestive com- 
ments. She, too, found she could 
nte open the door, but be let her 
go when she threatened to open 
a window and scream. 

The next afternoon Capp was 
introduced in his room to another 
woman student who had just com- 
pleted a taped interview with 
his staff for a planned broadcast 
called the “Now Morality.” Capp 
exposed himself to her and made 
suggestive comments. She im- 
mediately left. 

Late that night, he brought 
another coed to his room where 
he said a party was planned. 
There was no party, however, 
and Capp mode alt unsuccessful 
passatthegirl. 


Reached at his studio in Cam- 
bridge, M^., Capp told my 
associate BrR Hume that the 
Alabama allegations made him 
sick and Ifo Woald neftber con- " 
firm nor deny them. Instead, he 
immediate boarded a fdane 
and flew to Washington to dis- 
cuss the matter witii us. 

In our office, he repeatedly de- 
clined to discuss tile episode, 
claiming it made him ill. All he 
would say was: “I have never 
become involved with any stu- 
dent.” Pressed, he fin^y list- 
ened to -a review of the alleghr. 
tibns and, when questioned about 
thbm specifically, denied them. 

It gives us no pleasure to make 
these revelations about a man 
whose legendary l‘Li’1 Abner” 
cartoon creations bava amused ^ !
